Student Council's refusal to take any disciplinary acuon | 
against two student entertainers at last week's Freshman 
dance shows the maturity of the group. The indcident, 
brought to the attention of the lawmakers Tuesday night 
by Vice-President Lenore Vasche at the instigation of the 
frosh class, caused stir at a class meeting earlier Tuesday. | 

The class, which sent a petition to Dr. Donald W. Bailey, 
dean of students, that action be taken against entertainers | 
Harold Harris and George Costello, wanted council to take 
similar action. Action was refused, but the lawmakers ap 
proved a motion by Senior Representative Al Villa that at 
any ASSSC-sanction dance, the sponsoring body be respon- 
sible for the entertainment. ; , 

Speaking for the class, President Sue Bibb thought that 
the two “snould have known better’ than to present the type 
of entertainment they did, Junior Representative Chuck 
Lastufka countered that it was the duty of the frosh dance 
committee to screen the entertainment. Lastufka also 
charged the committee knew in advance the type of act the 
two men were to present and went ahead with the program. 

The jurisdiction in the matter is clear. When anyone 
sponsors a dance, they are responsible for the actions of the 
entertainers: especially when they know what type of act | 
is to be put on.
